THE COTTON WORM. 


———S—— 


The work which is being done for the des- 
traction of the cotton worm is supervised by 
ten inspectors of the Ministry of the Interior, 
and 19 other inspectors have also been specially 
engaged for cotton-worm daty. In addition to 
these, 159 moawnes idara and 10 of the students 
of the Khedivial School of Agricalture have 
been attached to the mamours of the markazes 
in all the provinces of Lower Egypt, and alsa to 
some of those of (!pper Egypt in which cotton is 
cultivated. Happily, the provinces of Payoum, 
Beni-S-uef, and Minieb, in which there are 
205,795 feddans of cotton cultivations, have 
remained entirely free trom the worm up to the 
present. 

In the greater number of the moudiriehs the 
cultivators have realised of what great im- 
portance it is to themselves that the eggs 
should be collected, and have engaged the 
men and boys for this work at their own 
expense, 80 that the sums paid by the moadi- 
riehs have amounted to less than LB. 50.

A second, of the 
priestess Henhenet, bas also been left in posi- 
tion, Another, which was made in six separate 
pieces, is most beautifully sculptured, bat not 
quite finished, since it is evident that coloor 
was intended to be added to the engraving.

These are always based upon the 
priées of small plots of land,in certain restricted 
‘districts, that in New York being the Wall- 
street or financial quarter.

Was this a pyramid ! Not one like those at 
Sakkara or Ghizeb, since the small part of the 
casing that bas been pre erved does not slope 
like the sides of a pyramid, though it bas a 
decided batter. Besides, a trae pyramid is 
always built of regular layers of stones or 
bricks, and does not contain loose rubbish 
Did it contain, or at least conceal, a tomb es a 
true pyramid should! We made several sound- 
ings in the centre and at the corners ; a pave- 
ment of blocks of what Dr. Schweinfarth pro- 
nouneed to be rock salt was found, everywhere 
else the rock, no trace of a pit of any kind. . 

What is most probable is that it was a base- 
ment or platform with the usual Egyptian 
cavetto cornice and a torus or angle-bead at 
each corner (of these we have tound frag- 
ments), on which was faised a further con- 
stroction of -ome kiud. This cannot have been 
an altar or a sanctuary, as in this case we 
should have found remains of a stepway giving 
access to the top. But on the basement may 
have atood a small pyramid, which gave to the 
building the appearance of a funerary mona- 
ment of a typs which we often see in the 
papyri. This monument may have marked the 
presence of a tomb-chamber at s great depth 
below in the rock, which’ could not be reached 
from the top but only by a side-passage open- 
ing some way off, or it may have been merely 
an architectural survival, a kind of atrophied 
pyramid retained in the design of the funerary 
temple, and indicating no tomb. This supposi- 
tion that a small pyramid stood on the central 
erection squares best with the Egyptological 
evidence, which demands a pyramid here, but 
the effect of the whole must have been pecu- 
liar, since we have also an absolately unusual 
arrangement ; the pyramid-base was surronnd- 
ed by a triple row of columns, which certainly 
supported a ceiling and formed a hypostyle 
passage or colonnade, which must have been 
quite dark, or nearly so (like the ambulatories 
surrounding the sbrinés in later temples), for 
the outside was closed by a thick wall, the 
wall which was decorated with the sculptured 
reliefs found both last year and this. It would 
seem, jadging from the appearance of the 
columns, that the ceiling corresponded to the 
height of the platform, but the rained state of 
the temple does not allow us to assert this 
more definitely. ‘In any case we have here a 
new and interesting fact in Bgyptisn archi- 
tecture 

Between the enclosure-wall of this colonnade 
or pasaage round the pyramid and the edge of 
the platform is sn outer colonnade, of square 
pillars, like those in the lower colonhades 
flanking the ramp. Tbis outer apper colonna’s 
was found last year ; the actual pillars them 
selves no longer exist, but their shape and size 
are evident from the tr. ces left by them on the 
pavement. It contains a cemetery of a pecoliar 
kind, tombs ‘excavated in the rock platform 
below the pavement, each consisting of a pit, 
about 12 feet to 15 feet deep, leading toa 
amall rectangular chamber in which had 
originally stood a limestone sarcophagas.'I'hese | ' 
sarcophagi, several of which were found intact, 
ware not always monolithic, but made of several 
pieces lowered separately into the tomb and 
put together when the mommy was buried. 
Most of these tombs have been rifled ; some of 
them were recocupied by deceased persons of 
later time, ‘usually of the XXlst dynasty. 
Originally they were made for & number 
of women, all of whom bore this title, “The 
royal favorite, the only one, the priestess 
of Hathor, N.” All were queens or princesses 
belonging to the king’s harem ; at the same 
time they were attached to the worship of the 
chief goddess of the place, Hathor, represented 
as 8 cow. Close to the tombs small shrines 
dedicated to the had been ‘made in 
fhe thickness of the enclosure of the colonnade 


exhibited at the annual exhibition of the 
Egypt Exploration Fand in July.

She is always depicted as black, not 
only on the fragments of her sarcophagus, bat 
also on a band of fresco, which rans roand the 
interior of her tomb-chamber.

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ANCIENTS KNEW NILE SOURCES. 


Few people realise the extraordinary riches 
in the shape of literary treasures that lie hidden 
away in the various old castles and chateaux 
of Europe. In England a royal commission has 
been at work for yesrs searching and~-detving 
the maniment rooms and the archives of the 
ancient houses of the aristocracy with the most 
astonishing results, historical documents of 
almost priceless value having been saved from 
the rats, from the insects, from the carelessness 
of servants, and even from rubbish heaps. It 
is a pity that no such commission exists in 
Germany, where no systematic search has been 
inaugurated, and where the investigations are 
carried on by individual students and scient- 
ista, either at the instance of the owners of 
the castles, or else merely with their permission. 

One of the grandest of these old German 
castles is that of Wolfegg, in Wiirtemberg, 
belonging to the Prince.of Waldburg, and com- 
manding 4 magnificent view over Upper Sua- 
bia. Rummaging in the immense library of this 
thediveval stronghold, Professor Fischer, of 
Feldkirch, has discovered-a German map of 
the year 1607, which, bearing the name of a 
leading geographer of the fifteenth and six- 
teenth centuries, named Waldseemuller, de- 
linsates with amazing accuracy the two great 
lakes that constitate the sources of the Nile, 
and which, according to all modern geogra- 
phies, encyclopedias and other standard con- 
temporary works of reference, were first dis- 
covered about forty-six yeara ago by Speke, 
Grant and Sir Samuel Baker. Yet Aristotle, 
in speaking of the cranes of Lower Egypt, 
declares that they “migrate from the Soy- 
thian regions to the lakes lying above 
Egypt, from which the Nile arises,” and Hero 
dctus also makes mention of these lakes. From 
this it will be seen that there is nothing new 
ander the sun, and that the sources of the 
Nile were perfectly well known at the time of 
the discovery of America, and that in some 
strange way they became lost to the gens! 
graphers and scientists of the seventeenth and | 
eighteenth centuries, and had to be discovered | 
afresh in the nineteenth century by the ex-!
